IT’S COUNTY 
TAX TIME AGAIN 


VISALIA, Jan. 27 — Tulare 
County Tax Collector J. A. Jan- 
elli has reminded taxpayers that 
the second installment of the 
county taxes becomes payable Feb- 
ruary 1, and will be delinquent 
after April 11. 

Since the deadline date of April 
10 falls on a Sunday, the statu- 
tory law provides that Monday, 
April 11, will be the deadline date. 

This date is not to be confused 
with the federal and state income 
tax deadline of April 15. Mail 
payments must be postmarked pri- 
or to midnight April 11 to avoid 
the penalty and cost charge. 

Collections for the current fis- 
cal year have amounted to $16,- 
639,816.32 from a total charge of 
$28,189,410.04 leaving a balance 
of $11,549,593.72 to be collected 
between now and the deadline date 
of April 11th. 

People who have recently pur- 
chased property should check 
their escrow papers to assure 
themselves that the second install- 
ment of taxes has been paid.

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CALIFORNIA GRAY WHALE MIGRATION 
NOW UNDERWAY FROM ALASKAN WATERS 
TO LAGOONS AND BAYS OF MEXICO 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 27 — The 
annual southward migration of 
the California gray whale is now 
at its peak and is fascinating to 
observe from many “whale watch” 
points along the Southland coast, 
the Department of Fish and Game 
said this week. Gray whales are 
fully protected by law. 

Best known of the great whales 
in California, and the one most 
often seen, the gray whales have 
become a great public attraction. 
They make their yearly winter 
trip, usually in December through 
February, south along the Cali- 
fornia coast on their way to Mex- 
ico to breed. 

They travel fairly close to shore, 
often within a few hundred yards 
or even into the surf zone, and 
many persons visit coastal head- 
lands in hopes of seeing them. 

Such promontories as Pt. Loma, 
Pt. Dume and the Palos Verdes 
Peninsula provide good vantage 
points for observers, the DFG said. 
For those who want a closer look,
